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Bo Alive on The Fifth 

The vacation season this 
year is ushered in with a long- 
er than average holiday week- 
end. Beginning with the 4th 
of July tomorrow until late 
Sunday night the biggest traf- 
fic jam in the history of the 
nation is predicted by the 
National Safety Council. In 
view of past experience it is 
estimated that 475 persons 
will start out on automobile 
holiday trips and not return. 
That will be the expectancy 
of the holiday death toll from 
motoring. Every person is 
warned to take exceptional 
care over the week-end lest 
he be one of the victims of 
carelessneess, recklessness or 
undue speed on his own part 
or by the negligence of some 
other person. 

Not only is the biggest traf- 
fic jam predicated upon the 
fact that the holiday week- 
end is unusually long but an 
all-time high of production 
means full pocketbooks and 
full gas tanks. More than 
thirty million automobiles 
will travel an estimated four 
billion miles in the three-day 
holiday period, because more 
people are driving more cars 
more miles. Relatives and 
friends will be visiting boys in 
uniform. Vacationists will be 
starting out for either long or 
short periods. 

Last year a reduction was 
made in the nation’s record 
of traffic toll for the month 
of July for the first time in 19 
consecutive preceding months. 
The reduction was due largely 
to a concerted effort on the 
part of thirty national or- 
ganizations joining with the 
safety council in a drive to 
make persons more conscious 
of the dangers of the Fourth 
on the road, on the beach, 
in the home and from fire- 
works. The keynote of this 
year’s campaign is “We Can 
Do It Again.” A little 
thought, care, caution, and 
consideration for others will 
go a long way toward the 
goal. Don’t join the Fourth 
Column. Take it easy on the 
Fourth. Be alive on the Fifth!

PLAYGROUND SEASON STARTS JULY 7 


Draft Here Is Less Than Estimated 


Registrations Are Slow on Tuesday 
As Fewer Youths Reaching 21 Since 
October Appear Before Local Boards 


Total of 301 Less Than 
Two-Thirds Of Number 
Expected to Register 


Local draft boards were active 
all day Tuesday in nreparation for 
the registration of Newton youths 
who have become twenty-one 
years old since the first registra- 
tion for the Selective Service Act 
was held last October. Far short 
of the estimated number of ap- 
proximately 500 appeared at City 
Hall to be listed. The total just 
passed the 300 mark with 301 
names added to the lists of Boards 
112, 113 and 114. 

District 112 comprised of 
Wards 1, 2 and 3 had the high- 
est total of the three districts with 
125. District 113 which includes 
Wards 4 and 5, listed 86 and Dis- 
trict 114, Wards 6 and 7 had 90. 
Previous estimates had placed the 
figures of District 112 at about 
200, District 113 at 150 and D s- 
trict 114 at 125. 

Cards of Newton young men 
who registered in other places 
will be forwarded to the local 
Boards. One of those who regis- 
tered on Tuesday volunteered for 
immediate service. lie was Rich- 
ard V. Tenney of Newton Centre 
who came before Board 114. A 
few of those who registered were 
residents of other cities but liv- 
ing temporarily in Newton. Their 
cards will be sent to the proper 
hoards. There were two such 
cases in District 113 and one in 
District 114. 

The Newton Y. M. C. A. held 
open house for all registrants of 
Newton, Watertown and Wal- 
tham. The young men were ac- 
corded full privileges of the as- 
sociation for the day. General Sec- 
retary Kenneth C. Dale announced 
that they would also be given 
full privileges of the “Y” on the 
day on which they are called for 
the r examination.

New Local Record 


A new record for June 
weddings In the city of New- 
ton was set last month when 
137 couples filed marriage in- 
tentions at the office of city 
clerk. Last June 122 couples 
gave similar notice. 

For the first six months of 
the year 1941 there were 
516 couples compared with 
358 for the similar period 
of 1910 who expressed Inten- 
tions of embarking on the sea 
of matrimony.

Dr. Harold D. Chope, former 
Health director for Newton and a 
present member of the Board of 
Health, has resigned in order to 
accept an appointment to the staff 
of the Rockefeller Foundation 
which will take him to Brazil in 
August. The resignation of the 
former Newton Health head was 
announced by Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard to whom Dr. Chope sent his 
letter of resignation. Dr. Chope 
resigned the position of Health 
Director of Newton last year to 
accept a teach'ng position in the 
Harvard University School of 
Public Health. He had served five 
years as Health director and had 
been a member of the Board of 
Health by appointment of Mayor 
Goddard since last year. 

In his letter of resignation Dr. 
Chope stated that his first as- 
signment as a member of the 
Rockefeller Foundation staff was 
to Sao Paulo, Brazil, and that he 
and Mrs. Chope would depart for 
South America about August 1st.

Another attempt has been made 
seek ng relief from traffic conges- 
tion and hazards by a petition to 
the Aldermen requesting the wi- 
dening of Charlesbank rd. The 
“traffic bottleneck” connecting 
Newton sq. with the riverway has 
long been inadequate to resi- 
dents of the section and to passing 
motorists. Recently the aldermen 
refused to consider a petition to 
make use of Russell rd. as a con- 
necting link because of object on 
by the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission due to the fact that there 
is but a foot of covering over a 
large drain. 

Two petitions signed by 88 per 
sons have been filed at City Hall 
asking the mayor and board to 
authorize the widening of Charles- • 
bank rd. The project would entail 
cons derable expense in the mat - 1 
ter of land takings. 

One of the petitions, headed by 
the signature of Arthur E. Glid- 
den and 36 others asks that 
Charlesbank rd. be widened from 
St. James st. to the Metropolitan 
District line by "relocating and 
altering the northern boundary” 
under the General Law. The sec- 
ond petition signed by Charles E. 
Hamlin and 50 others reads: 

“The undersigned call your at- 
tention to the congestion and re- 
striction of traffic due to the nar- 
rowness of Charlesbank rd. 

"This artery diverts considera- 
ble traffic to and from the river 
road, around the congestive No- 
nan turn sq.. especially during rush 
hours morning and evening. 

“Muy we suggest, for greater 
safety and freer movement of 
traffic that Charlesbank rd. bo 
widened. 

• "We respectfully ask your con- 
sideration of this not only from 
the viewpoint of sufety and con- 
venience for traffic, but also for 
the elimination of d Ificulty in 
handling fires in that neighbor- 
hood." 

The Public Works committee 
will consider the petitions and set 
u date for a public hearing on the 
matter.

Newton Fire 
Chief Asks 
Sane Fourth 


Says Noise Is No In- 
dication of Patriotism 


“Nothing is more important in 
these days of emergency than 
preventing waste of natural re- 
sources." said F re Chief Clarence 
W. Randlett of the Newton fire 
department in an interview at 
headquarters this week. "Accord- 
ingly, it is encouraging to note 
the trend toward a ‘Safe and 
Sane’ celebration of Independence 
Day. People are becoming bet- 
ter educated to the fact that a 
lot of noise on the Fourth does 
not necessarily indicate patriotism. 
Instead, they are giving more 
thought to the real s gnificance 
of the day. Each year less fire- 
works are sold and more cities 
and states pass laws prohibiting 
the sale and also the use of these 
explosives except by properly 
qualified and bonded persons. 
One-third of our population lives 
in the states that have passed 
these laws. Parents no longer are 
w fling to let their children take 
the risk of losing an eye, or a 
hand, or of contracting tetanus 
infect on. 

"This year, especially, it would 
not be sensible to bum quantities 
of gunpowder just to make noise. 
All explosives are needed for na- 
tional defense. Moreover, in past 
years many blazes have been ig- 
nited by fireworks. Such fires, al- 
ways a serious loss, are especial- 
ly wasteful now. 

"The war has shown that fire 
can be utilized as a terrible wea- 
pon. America ; s not now at war, 
but we are girding for national de- 
fense and serious outbreaks of 
fires in industries would impede 
these efforts. All fires cause loss 
of the nation’s resources.” 

Continuing he said, "Correct 
building methods can be made an 
important part of our fire de- 
fenses. In fact, many homes would 
be saved from destruction by fire 
and hundreds of lives would be 
spared if duelings were construct- 
ed to confine an accidental out- 
break of flames until the fire de- 
partment arrives. It is unfortu- 
nate that many homes in America 
are poorly constructed in this re- 
spect. flames spread rapidly 
through hollow walls." 

While on this subject, he sug- 
gested a trip to the cellar of the 
average home where many tire 
hazards would be found such as 
defective heating equipment, hot 
ashes, rubbish and electrical de- 
fects. As a result, a large per- 
centage of fires in the home be- 
gn in the cellar and the flames 
spread upward through the hollow 
spaces in the walls, which actu- 
ally serve as flues, drawing the 
heat and flames upward. When 
fires originate on upper floors, the 
flames spread in a similar way. 
additional burning materials drop- 
ping down to start new fires. 

“There is a simple way to pro- 
tect homes from such a disaster, 
said Chief Randlett. He suggest- 
ed putt ng up a ceiling of metal 
lath and gypsum or cement plas- 
ter in the cellar, or at least in the 
furnace room, thus cutting off the 
cellar from the upper portion of 
i he house. It is also important 
that the door at the head of the 
cellar stairs be constructed sub- 
stantially and without thin panels. 
Of course, this door should be kept 
tightly closed. 

Electrical Fires 

The chief said that persons have 
become so accustomed to using | 
electricity that many tires are 
caused by carelessness w th heat- 
producing appliances. “Take the 
case of the girl who was using a 
curling iron at her dressing table. 
When the phono rang she had to 
put the iron down quickly, and as 
she did not have a stand for it. 
she propped it up against a hair- 
brush. As she hurried away she 
did not notice that it rolled off and 
came to rest on the inflammable 
cover ng of the table, soon sot- 
ting it on fire. Fortunately the 
girl returned in time to extinguish 
the blaze before it became seri- 
ous.’’ Continuing on this subject 
the Newton Fire Chief said that 
electrical pressing irons have 
started numerous tires. However, 
automatic rons and other appli- 
ances are now available which 
regulate the current before the 
heat reaches a dangerous tomper- 
ature. He recommended that 
proper insulated stands be used 
with irons and said that it is best 
to pull out the plug of all heat- 
producing appliances 

"Electricity ( s making work 
easy for almost everybody.” said 
Chief Randlett. "Let us practice 
safety while using it." 

He concluded that if any par- 
ents still feel that their children 
should have a noisy celebration, 
here are a few precautions to be 
followed: 

1. Clear your premises of all 
rubbish and papers. 

2. Keep out in the open, away 
from build ngs, when discharging 
fireworks. 

3. Keep matches out of the 
reach of young children. Don’t 
let them play with matches. 

4. Warn children not to throw 
sparklers. They remain hot for

Plan Defense 
Teaching 

May Change Curriculum 
To Meet Needs 


Plan Usual Field 
Davs In August 


Beginning next September the 
Newton School department will 
pioneer in the field of education 
of children for national defense. 
The Newton Teachers’ Council, 
preparing for the work, has ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a 
program. The program is designed 
to bring about three main objec- 
tives: the building of a sta- 

ble morale among youth: (2) the 
mastery of skills essent al to the 
welfare of all in times of crisis; 
(31 safety and protection of hu- 
man life. 

It may be necessary to omit 
some of the present activities in 
the schools to make way for the 
new subjects to be taught, the 
committee states in a preliminary 
report. "The length of the school 
day and the energies of the pupils 
will not perm t these additions 
unless there is a subtraction in the 
present curriculum. In this early 
stage of planning, however, we are 
concerned with an examination of 
those areas of our present curri- 
culum and our present school day 
which can be strengthened for the 
education of children in the de- 
fense program,” the report stated. 

The committee is comprised of 
Super ntendent of Schools Julius 
E. Warren, chairman: Radcliffe 
Morrill of the Weeks Junior High 
School; and Cora E. Riley of the 
Newton High School. Advisers to 
the committee include G. Win- 
throp Rrainerd of the Stearns 
School; Harold B. Gores, adminis- 
trative assistant of tho high 
school; Anna E. Gorman of the 
Davis School; Laura Hooper, d - 
rector of elementary education; 
Carl M. Penny of the Warren Jun- 
ior High School; and John White- 
law, supervisor. 

The preliminary report lists sev- 
eral objectives for safety educa- 
tion relating directly to defense its 
follows: 

"To provide children with vital 
information and pract cal knowl- 
edge of hazards ever present in 
every-day experiences so that 
their behavior in specific situa- 
tions may Ik* intelligent and safe, 
if "To develop habits of safety

Porch on House 
At Auburntlale in 
Danger of Collapse 

A public hearing will be held 
on July 21st by the Board of Al- 
dermen on a proposed order ad- 
judging the two-story porch at 
the rear of the house at 2163 Com- 
monwealth ave., Auburndale, to 
be dangerous.

The announcement that the

Tests taken by both the 


state and city health depart- 
ments have shown the unsat- 
isfactory conditions. It is un- 
fortunate for the youngsters 
of that vicinity. And it seems 
incongruous sometimes to 
note that Newton forbids 
swimming at certain points 
j where other communities per- 
mit it in locations not far re- 
moved. Newton has several 
j adequate and satisfactory 
; bathing facilities at other lo- 
cations and though sometimes 
less convenient to reach than 
a nearby, yet unsatisfactory 
bathing beach, it is far wiser 
to take the precaution of pro- 
tecting childhood health. Par- 
ental responsibility is the first 
requisite in protecting a 
child’s health. We ur‘ge par- 
ents to send their children to 
the supervised bathing facil- 
ities provided by the city 
where they may enjoy the 
summer to theJullest extent. 
And we would also call atten- 
tion to the fact that the New- 
ton Chapter of the Red Cross 
is again providing the cus- 
tomary swimming and first- 
aid classes that all may learn 
to know the fundamentals of 
taking care of one’s safety in 
the water. 


County Expenditures 

County Treasurer Charles 
P. Howard of Middlesex Coun- 
ty has issued the report of 
receipts and expenditures for 
the year 1940. It is interest- 
ing to note that during the 
year the county debt was re- 
duced by 37.21 per cent to a 
figure under a half million 
dollars. A further highlight 
of the year was the sale of a 
Temporary Loan of one and a 
half million dollars at the 
surprisingly low rate of six 
one-hundredths of one per 
cent, plus a premium of $77 
to make the actual rate 
0.0538%. During the year the 
state borrowed at a rate of 
seven one hundredths of one 
per cent giving the County 
a better credit rating than 
that of the Commonwealth. 
The County tax was held to 
the same rate as last year, the 
| lowest since 1928. Newton 
j citizens and taxpayers, as res- 
| idents of Middlesex county 
are appreciative of the efforts 
i toward sound financing shown 
by our county officials.

SPEED AID TO BRITAIN 

To the Editor, 

Newton Graphic: 

Hitler’s attack on Russia makes 
it doubly imperative that Amer- 
ica should greatly increase and 
speed up all out aid to Britain, 
and that our Navy and Air Force 
should guarantee its safe deliv- 
ery. Greater German prepared- 
ness aided by good weather and 
summer just begun may make 
short work of Russian resistance. 
Then invasion of Britain is cer- 
tain, with Russian resources in 
Gorman hands. The menace of 
French munitions is already an 
intolerable danger. In the Near 
East British holdings would be i 
extremely difficult to maintain 
after Russia’s fall, and a Nazi- 
dominated Europe and Siberia 
would join Japan in attack on 
Alaska, the Philippines, Dutch 
East Indies and Singapore. 

For America to wait for these 
eventualities to occur, one after 
another, as we supinely waited 
while one by one the Democracies 
of Europe went down, is unthink- 
able. Nor can America be so sub- 
limely stupid as to let dislike 
of Sovietism blind us in this 
crisis to the fact that Soviet Rus- 
sia has never been a military 
threat to any country save Fin- 
land and that attack was made 
in frenzied fear of this very Hit- 
ler invasion now occurring. We 
have nothing to fear from Rus- 
sia, everything from Hitler. Mein 
Kampf was not written by Stalin. 
The conquerors of Poland, the 
Low Countries, Norway, France 
and Greece apparently marched 
out of Germany. 

The plan to lot American feel- 
ing against Russia paralyze our 
war effort is part of the German 
technique. As in every country 
they aim to divert public indigna- 
tion from themselves by subtle 
attacks on the Jews, so now they 
are diverting it to world-wide fear 
of Bolshevism. 

Only feeble-minded or unloyal 
Americans can say that Germany 
does not intend to have its wav 
wit If America. America therefore 
would be far safer in the war to- 
day (where Hitler does not want 
us) than out of active participa- 
tion, a course which gives Ger- 
many u free hand and choice of 
its own convenient time to attack 
us. Democracy needs this interim 
of time, and the advantage of act- 
ing while Hitler is engaged in 
Russia. 

Will America tuke this only pos- 
sible opportunity, or will we hand 
it to Hitler on n phttcr?

(4) Give much training to chil- 
dren in automatically following 
direct ons, the general purpose of 
which is understood by them. 

(5) Through every possible sit- 
uation help children to appreciate 
the importance of the individual 
and individual conduct in our 
democratic form of government. 

(6) Through liv ng in the class- 
room, build a concern and respect 
for the welfare, rights and con- 
tributes of others. 

(7) Insist upon accuracy of in- 
formation whenever adequate re- 
sources are available. 

(8) Whatever your subject or 
grade level, give children much 
experience in finding information. 
Beyond the primary grades give 
much practice in using the alpha- 
bet, dictionary, and other work 
study activities. 

(9) Through good housekeeping 
and sound organization in your 
classroom, help children to devel- 
op habits of orderliness and neat- 
ness. 

(10) Continue working toward 
teaching the fundamental tools of 
learning — reading, writ ng and 
arithmetic — so well that all chil- 
dren may have automatic control 
of them in their daily activities. 

(11) Take advantage, w'herever 
you are, of opportunities going on 
to add to your store of informa- 
tion or skills bear ng on the sub- 
ject of education of children for 
defense, such as: 

Red Cross First Aid and Life- 
Saving Courses. 

Fire control. 

Air Warden Schools or Other 
Defense Divisions. 

Reading and study of helpful 
books — see bibliography.

The Great Exodus 

The past Fourth of July 
week-end marked the annual 
exodus from Newton of hund- 
reds of families for the sum- 
mer vacation period. Many 
are gone for eight weeks pr 
more, others for the current 
month and still others for an 
even shorter period. This an- 
nual outpouring of Newton 
citizens to the beach and 
countryside annually brings 
an increase in house burg- 
laries. We trust that most 
Newton citizens have taken 
the average precautions with 
their valuables and have not 
left them unguarded or easily 
accessible. And we trust that 
they have also informed the 
local police department of the 
family absence in order that 
proper supervision may be 
given the property by the 
guardians of the law. If not 
we trust that they will do so 
oromptly without further de- 
lay. 


The Congressional Districts 

Under the proposed con- 
gressional redistricting the 
city of Newton would be add- 
ed to that district now served 
by Congressman Wiggles- 
worth of Milton. The plan 
carves the present ninth dis- 
trict out of the picture alto- 
gether and assigning its com- 
ponent parts to five other dis- 
tricts. Under the census the 
decrease in Massachusetts’ 
population necessitated the 
redistricting and the elimina- 
tion of one district. The pres- 
ent ninth, served by Congress- 
man Thomas Eliot who nar- 
rowly defeated the veteran 
Congressman Robert Luce 
last fall, has been the one 
selected tor dismemberment 
under the committee’s plan. 

The State Senate today re- 
ceives the report of the com- 
mittee under an extension 
order. A minority report of 
Democratic members of the 
committee will also be filed. 

At first consideration it 
would not seem advantageous 
to Newton to be placed in the 
present district which serves 
Milton, Quincy and other 
cities and towns of that vi- 
cinity and including Wellesley 
and Needham. We are reli- 
ably informed, however, that 
the majority plan to this end 
is the best that Newton could 
obtain under a compromise. 

Since the majority plan was 
announced, however, another 
oroposal has been advanced 
which is decidedly detriment-

Evacuation of 
Children Is 
Subject of Talk 


In the first of a series of lec- 
tures sponsored by the Women’s 
Division of the Newton Commit- 
tee on Public Safety the part that 
women of Newton can take if 
evacuation of pre-school children 
is required was discussed.

The second lecture in the series 
will be presented this evening in 
the Hunnewell Club with Miss 
Barbara Griffin, dietitian for the 
Newton Pre-School Clinic as the 
speaker. Her subject will be 
"Diet of the Pre-School Child."

John M. Bierer, chairman of 
the Newton Public Safety Commit- 
tee presided and explained the 
committee organization.

V. M. Fawcett, chief air raid 
warden for the city, described the 
duties of his position in an in- 
teresting and imaginative way. 

A short talk by David Curwen, 
a 15-year-old English schoolboy, 
who described his impressions of 
an air raid was a feature of the 
evening program. The highlight 
of the program came with the 
presentation of a motion picture 
showing Nottingham. England, 
during an actual air raid. The 
film was most descriptive and gave 
the class a real insight into the 
possibilities for which they are 
preparing themselves and New- 
ton for emergency service. 

The special course for wardens 
which began last night will be 
continued for the next five weeks 
on Monday evenings in the high 
school auditorium where men and 
women from the 13 villages of the 
city will attend. On Wednesday 
evenings the Red Cross First Aid 
course which is given as a part 
of the Air Raid Precaution School, 
will be given in various school- 
houses throughout the city so 
that each section will have a 
smaller unit of persons to deal 
with in this type of instruction.

of Truth and Love by following 
the example of our Master in the 
understanding of divine meta- 
physics. Christianity is the basis 
of true healing. Whatever holds 
human thought in line with un- 
selfed love, receives directly the 
divine power” (p. 192). 



Rotary Club 


“After War, What?” was the 
subject of the talk given by Gay- 
lord W. Douglas at the weekly 
meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club held Monday at the Brae 
Burn Country Club. 

“No man can prophesy the de- 
tails of what should or will be 
done after this war ends but ev- 
eryone should start giving consid- 
eration now as to what must, in a 
general way, be done.” The first 
point that Mr. Douglas made was 
that we must be world-minded. 
Due to transportation and com- 
munication improvements the 
world is now smaller and closer 
together than the thirteen orig- 
inal colonies. We should have in 
mind the viewpoints and ideals 
of all world peoples and not just 
our own. "What is best for all 
is best for each.” We must cor* 
rect the situations and conditions 
which allow the Stalins and the 
Hitlers to rise to power and not 
merely stop them when they have 
risen. 

Secondly, Mr. Douglas said, we 
must develop confidence and co- 
operation in order to develop good 
will in the world. Good will alone 
is the basis for security and stabil- 
ity. Confidence, which should 
come from the understanding of 
the basic facts behind nations’ ac- 
tions, is a mental attitude and co- 
operation is the actual result of 
confidence. 

Thirdly, we must build or re- 
build an association of nations 
with a common understanding. 
We had a glorious chance to do 
this after the last war and Mr. 
Douglas hopes we will not again 
miss such an opportunity. 

Mr. Douglas, who is a member 
of the Springfield, Mass. Rotary' 
Club, was introduced by Dr. Frank 
Clark of the Newton Club, a long 
time personal friend. Vice-Presi- 
dent Matthew Ruane presided in 
the absence of President Charles 
A. Meeker who is now returning 
from the Rotary International 
Convention at Denver, Colorado.

A different forip of synthetic cam- 
phor, metrazol, has recently been 
credited with curing some cases of 
split personality insanity and use of 
cardiazol to treat amnesia, or forget- 
fulness, is an offshoot of that treat- 
ment. The synthetic camphors 
have the same effect on the brain 
and spinal cord as real camphor, 
causing a more or less severe 
shock.

Electric Tattoo Invented 
To ‘Fingerprint’ Dogs 

Did you ‘ever experience loss of 
your dog and then were unable to 
identify him because several dogs 
were similar to yours? 

You no longer will have that dif- 
ficulty, according to the National Bu- 
reau of Canine Identification. The 
bureau is working out a plan where 
every dog will be numbered. The 
number will be written on the dog’s 
leg with an electric pen and record- 
ed by the bureau. 

The bureau will keep its records 
on small cards, as police files are 
kept. The card will contain the 
name of the owner, address, phone 
number, dog’s name, breed, sex, lo- 
cation of the marking and the num- 
ber itself. 

The number used will be one of a 
serial, no two alike, with the serials 
running from A to Z, with each vet- 
erinarian having an individual se- 
rial. 

Other methods of identification 
are not foolproof, the bureau says. 
Nose-printing doesn’t work efficient- 
ly because when a nose-printed dog 
is lost every dog of its description 
has to be nose-printed to find the lost 
one with any degree of certainty.

Glycerine Adds Luster 
To ‘Unfinished’ Furniture 

A new and effective way to treat 
unfinished wood furniture is to give 
it a special finish that brings out 
all the natural beauty of the grain. 
This is accomplished by dipping a 
clean cloth in glycerine and rubbing 
the wood until as much is absorbed 
as possible. Next, go over the sur- 
faces with linseed oil and remove 
the excess with a clean cloth. The 
result is a soft, mellow finish, a 
rich warm glow that is the distin- 
guishing feature of old maple. 

Glycerine is of value, too, in re- 
finishing antique pieces. If you have 
been fortunate enough to unearth an 
antique chest or quaint old rocking 
chair whose beauty has been 
dimmed by several coats of paint, 
try this method of restoring it to its 
former charm. 

Apply paint remover followed by 
applications of vinegar and water 
and rinse with clear water. Sand- 
paper until every vestige of paint 
has disappeared and rub thoroughly 
with steel wool. Next, go over the 
surfaces with a glycerin^ dipped 
cloth. The furniture is now ready 
for a coat of stain, lacquer or a 
linseed oil finish. The use of glycer- 
ine in this respect is valuable in pre- 
venting drying, cracking and warp- 
ing and since it is widely used in 
the manufacture of various furni- 
ture polishes, it can be depended 
upon to help keep the finished piece 
at its best. 


Old College Rules 

College life has certainly changed, 
Southwestern university authorities 
agreed after studying the catalogues 
and bulletins of the school during 
the past century. 

In 1856 students were required to 
sign a pledge certifying that they 
had delivered to the president all 
of their concealed weapons. 

In the 1860s students were required 
to attend three daily prayer serv- 
ices, the first of which was held at 
4 a. in. Students who absented 
themselves from the early morning 
devotional forfeited their breakfasts. 

Faculty members generally agree 
that one of the best regulations of

at club meetings a wide variety of 
programs of education, inspiration 
and entertainment.

Air-Conditioned Bed Is 
Latest for Sleepy Folk 

Invention of an air-conditioned bed 
has been announced at the Univer- 
sity of Washington in Seattle. 

The bed warms a person in winter 
and cools him in summer. He dials 
his own weather for the night with 
a knob at the head of the bed. 

An air-cushion under him and a 
new form of air-blanket over him 
makes this possible. The air-cush- 
ion affords, furthermore, another 
easily installed possibility. 

If father won’t get up when called, 
mother downstairs may press a but- 
ton, and plop goes father's air-cush- 
ion. 

The inventor. Dr. F. K. Kirsten, 
famous aeronautical engineer, esti- 
mates the new bed can be manu- 
factured for less cost then present 
high class beds. 

The bed is a sheet metal box, 
minus a top. Over this open space 
is stretched a fabric sufficiently air- 
tight to form a good cushion when 
the box is filled with compressed 
air. 

But the fabric is also porous 
enough to permit slow seepage of 
this compressed air, whether 
warmed or cooled, up and around 
the sleeper. 

Asbestos lines the steel interior, 
and an electric heating tube in the 
box warms the air. If cooling is 
wanted, it is only necessary to turn 
down the heater, for the air always 
comes into the box cooled automati- 
cally by expansion. 

The compressed air comes from a 
basement tank, at 150 pounds per 
square inch. In the bed this pres- 
sure reduces to only one-quarter 
pound a square inch. The expan- 
sion automatically reduces the tem- 
perature to 52 fahrenheit. 

The bed was designed specially 
for use in hotels an large estab- 
lishments.

Fate Deals Cruelly With 
Life of Condemned Man 

For the sixth time Frank D. Kea- 
ton has been saved from death. By 
now he holds little fear of it. Per- 
haps he is even inured to it. 

Prison guards believed so when 
they led him out of his little white- 
washed cell in San Quentin’s con- 
demned row. 

Were they at last taking him on 
that long walk of no returning? He 
didn’t care anymore. Instead they 
took him where few condemned pris- 
oners have been taken before . . . 
away from the gallows and out of 
the shadows of the death house. 

Friday morning, the thirteenth, he 
was to mount San Quentin’s gaudily 
painted sky blue gallows and pay 
with his life for shooting to death 
Motley H. Flint, a leading financier 
of Southern California, with a rusted 
pistol in a crowded Los Angeles 
courtroom in 1930. 

But the fates that have dealt with 
him so cruelly in the past 30 years, 
snatched him back to the ranks of 
the living again ... he wonders 
for how long this time. His sen- 
tence was commuted to life impris- 
onment by Governor Olson. 

His first bit of luck came along 
in the early twenties when he in- 
herited $13,000 and quickly increased 
it to $35,000 through a series of 
carefully planned investments. Luck 
was still at his side when he mar- 
ried Mariam Keaton, former mis- 
sionary in China, who later present- 
ed him with two fine daughters. 

At last his life was full, but for 
only a short time. Soon luck turned 
her back on him again. The de- 
pression came along and not only 
wiped out his little fortune, but as 
his friends later claimed, took his 
mind too. 

In his mad desire for revenge he 
turned on a total stranger, Finan- 
cier Flint, who loomed in his dazed 
eyes as a sinister figure, who, some- 
how, was to blame for his money 
losses, his business reverses and a 
“pain in the head.” 

When he first entered prison and 
was awaiting his turn in condemned 
row, he showed positive signs of in- 
sanity. State psychiatrists exam- 
ined him and agreed and because 
the law forbids the supreme penalty 
for a crazed man, Keaton was sent 
to the Mendocino State hospital at 
Ukiah.

Thieves Loot 
Liquor Store 


Hold thieves performed their 
nefarious work almost in the 
shadows of the Newton police 
headquarters building on the eve 
df the 4th when they looted the 
liquor store at 1389 Washington 
st.. West Newton. Within sight 
of the headquarters, a stone 
hurled through the window of the 
store provided a means of en- 
trance. It is believed that explod- 
ing firecrackers must have pre- 
vented the sound of the crashing 
glass being heard. Crawling 
through the opening the thieves 
sbized bottles of liquor from the 
shelves. As far as could he Esti- 
mated it is believed that eight 
quarts and two pints were stolen, 
valued at $50. The intruders also 
tampered with the cash register 
hut there was no money within 
it. 

The proprietor. Charles E. 
Hodges of 3 Churchill st.. New- 
tonville. told police he had lock- 
ed the store at 11 pm. The break 
was discovered about 4 a. m. by 
Scrgt. John A. Sheridan and Pa- 
trolman Alexander Zilinskis. 
Sergts. Richard L. Hannon and 
Patrick J. King investigated the 
case. 

Sergeant Michael Sullivan and 
Inspector Joseph B. Lyons took 
over the investigation and Satur- 
day night had obtained informa- 
tion which led to the arrest of 
James L. Ellis. 20 of 208 Cherry 
st.. West Newton, and Herbert 
Mack, 18. of 179 Hicks st.. West 
Newton, both colored. 

They were arraigned in New- 
ton court on Monday on charges 
of night time breaking and enter- 
ng and larceny. Mack, free on 
$1,000 bonds, was represented by 
counsel who waived reading of the 
complaint, and entered a not 
guilty plea. Ellis, still in custody, 
pleaded guilty, and bonds were set 
at $1,000 under continuance until 
trial on July 15th for both de- 
fendants. 


Only Municipal Weather 
Bureau in United States 

A municipally operated weather 
bureau, believed to be the only one 
in the United States, now is in its 
seventh year of successful operation 
in San Jose. Calif., the International 
City Managers’ association has an- 
nounced. 

The city took over the bureau in 
1933 when the U. S. weather bureau 
decided to close its San Jose bureau 
because of a reduced appropriation. 
The city council arranged for the 
federal bureau to leave its equip- 
ment and records in San Jose to be 
operated and maintained by the 
city, which also retained the govern- 
ment’s meteorologist. 

The station remains a co-opera- 
tive unit in the far-flung network of 
the U. S. weather bureau. In re- 
turn for furnishing instruments, 
books and supplies the government 
receives periodic reports and rec- 
ords from the San Jose station, 
which is the only bureau in the 
coastal section between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles that collects 
a complete 24-hour climatological 
record. 

The municipal station and the U. 

S. weather bureau co-operate also in 
issuing frost and storm warnings so 
vital to the prune and apricot grow- 
ers of the Santa Clara valley, of 
which San Jose is the leading city. 
Finally, the San Jose bureau pre- 
pares daily weather charts on the 
basis of information broadcast by 
the government’s San Francisco of- 
fice. 

Probably most important to the 
city are the records the bureau main- 
tains. the association said. The data 
aided the city in securing the $10,- 
000,000 aeronautical research labo- 
ratory of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. 

Tree-Ring Patterns Date 
Prehistoric Artifacts 

To the uninitiated the methods by 
which archeologists determine the 
age of the various things they dig up 
are often mysterious, especially 
when the material antedates civili- 
zation’s written records. 

One of the methods is dendro- 
chronology— or the use of tree rings, 
as an archeological calendar — which 
has been successfully applied in dat- 
ing prehistoric artifacts excavated 
from sites in the American South- 
west. 

The method originated with an 
astronomer who very much wanted 
weather* records extending back 
much farther than existing statis- 
tics. This astronomer, Dr. A. E. 
Douglass, director of the Seward ob- 
servatory, University of Arizona at 
Tucson, required weather records 
that would tell the relation between 
sun spots and the earth’s atmos- 
phere. 

In his need, he hit upon the fact 
that trees add a ring for each year 
of growth and that these rings vary 
according to the moisture supplied 
to the trees by rain and snow. Wet 
years produce broad rings, and dry 
years narrow rings. 

By careful study of hundreds of 
these trees, Dr. Douglass has de- 
rived an unbroken succession of tree- 
ring patterns giving a continuous 
weather record for his section of the 
country for more than 1.200 years.

Congressional minority leader 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr. (R), of At- 
tleboro. will gain the towns of 
Ilopedale, Mendon, Wellesley, Na- 
tick. Stoughton, and Dover, but 
will lose Ward 6 of Fall River and 
the town of Westjxirt to Congress- 
man Charles L. Gifford (R) of 
Barnstable. These are the only 
expected changes in those dis- 
tricts. 

Considerable Cutting 

The present Ninth District will 
be considerably cut up as Cam- 
bridge will go to Flaherty, New- 
ton to the district of Richard B. 
Wigglcsworth (R) of Milton, 
Brookline to the Boston district 
of George Holden Tinkham, vet- 
eran G. O. P. Congressman from 
a Democratic district; and Wal- 
tham. Weston. Wayland, Sudbury, 
and Framingham to the district 
served by Pehr G, Holmes (R) of 
Worcester. , 

Practically a new district will 
be made of that served by Arthur 
D. Healey (D) of Somerville, con- 
sisting of Wards 4, 5, and 7 of 
Somerville, North Reading, Read- 
ing, Stoneham, Melrose, Lynnfield, 
Wakefield, Saugus, Medford, Mal- 
den and Everett. It has been 
charged that this district has 
been made into a Republican 
stronghold in order to provide an 
opportunity for Senate President 
Angier L. Goodwin, of Melrose, to 
run for Congress. 

The new district of Flaherty, 
who loses Chelsea to Connery, will 
consist of Wards 1, 2, part of 3 
and 22 of Boston, all of Cam- 
bridge. and Wards 1, 2 and 3 of 
Somerville. 

Watertown Shift 

The much discussed district of 
Congresswoman Edith Nourse 
Rogers (R), of Lowell, who sev- 
eral times has expressed her op- 
position to any change in the 
make-up of the district, will lose 
the communities of Melrose, 
Stoneham and Reading, but will 
gain in return the G. O, P. towns 
of Watertown, Lincoln and Box- 
boro. 

To the communities served by 
Congressman Bates will be added 
Wards 2 and 3 of Lynn and the 
town of Andover. 

The Wigglcsworth district gains 
Newton, but loses Dover, Natick 
and Stoughton to the Martin 
area. 

While the district represented 
by Congressman Casey under the 
plan will run practically from the 
New Hampshire line to the Rhode 
Island border, it is expected he 
will receive added strength from 
the inclusion of the towns of Mfll- 
bury, Sutton. Douglas, North- 
bridge, Uxbridge, Millville, Black- 
stone. Upton, and Milford. 

Little change will be made in 
the districts of Allan T. Treadway 
( R ) of Stockbridge, and Charles 
R. Clason (R) of Springfield. Cla- 
son will receive in addition to his 
present district the towns of Mon- 
son. Brimficld, Wales and Hol- 
land, while Treadway gains the 
towns of Templeton. Philipston 
and Petersham.

U. S. Makes Newsprint 
As War Affects Supply 

Continuation of the current decline 
in United States imports of over- 
seas newsprint and pulp is putting 
the burden of supply on United 
States and Canadian producers. 

However, while pulp imports have 
sagged sharply in recent months, 
United States converting mills built 
up substantial supplies during the 
closing months of 1939 and during 
the first two months of 1940. Thus, 
while these built-up stocks are be- 
ing eaten into, expansion of Unit- 
ed States producing capacity and 
imports from Canada are consid- 
ered sufficient to meet United States 
requirements. 

Meanwhile the spread of the Eu- 
ropean war to the north which shut 
off Scandinavian supplies of both 
pulp and newsprint, served to elim- 
inate pulp imports from these coun- 
tries, which la «it year amounted to 
about 15 per cent of the total pulp 
consumption and 9 per cent of the 
total newsprint consumed in the 
United States. 

In 1939 the United States imported 
1,388.000 tons of all grades of pulp, 
which represented 15 per cent of 
this country’s consumption. Fin- 
land, Norway and Sweden together 
supplied 94 per cent of all grades of 
pulp imported by the United States 
last year with the remaining small 
portion coming from other sections 
of Europe. Last year the United 
States imported *310.383 tons of 
newsprint or 8.8 per cent of the con- 
sumption total for 1939. 

For the first six months of 1940 
the United States imported 28,372 
tons of newsprint as compared with 
the 159,549 tons imported from over- 
seas in the first half of 1939. 


Removing Fingermarks 
Before trying to remove the fin- 
germarks on woodwork by polish- 
ing, go over all surfaces to be 
cleaned with a solution of vinegur 
and water. Immediately follow with 
polish and rub until dry. The marks 
ill quickly disappear.

Thirty-nine Newton wardens 
graduated from the Massachusetts 
ARP school on June 30 after 
a 54-hour course of instruction.

John M. Bierer discussed the 
civilian defense organization from 
the national, state and local view- 
point. President Roosevelt has 
declared a national emergen- 
cy and appointed Mayor Fiorella 
La Cuardia of New York City 
as head of the national defense 
organization. Governor Salton- 
stall has appointed J. Wells Far- 
ley as executive director of the 
Mass. Committee on Public Safety 
with General Daniel A. Needham 
as head of the protective division. 

As stated Newton’s chief and 
deputy wardens are Wm. V. M. 
Fawcett and Lyscom A. Bruce. 
Jr„ whose responsibility is to pre- 
pare for any erriergency, before, 
during or following an attack from 
the air. 

Working with the Safety Com- 
mittee are the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen, a planning and train- 
ing board, the regular police, fire, 
street, welfare, public utilities.

Doctors, nurses, drug-

a. Have a deputy prepared to 

take his place. 

b. Prevent possibility of fire 

by setting an example in 
cleaning his own premi- 
ses, att : c, cellar, garage, 
removing debris. Noth- 
ing is so contagious as a 
good example. Be a Good 
Neighbor! Give helpful 
information concerning 
storage of inflammable 
material. Point out the 
dangers of obstructions. 
Above all avoid being offi- 
cious! 

c. Prepare equipment, inspect 

it, and see that it is ready 
for use! 

d. Teach proper methods for 

blackout, and shelter con- 
struction. 

e. Be able to identify various 

typos of bombs, and know 
what to do when they 
come. 

f. Be able to identify gases 

used in warfare, and how 
to handle emergency gas 
casualties, and be pre- 
pared to render emergen- 
cy first aid. 

B. Action During Raid 

1. Notifies Report Center of what 

has or is taking place. 

2. Reports damage, type of at- 

tack, and kind of help need- 
ed. 

3. Keeps public off the street, 

guides them to safety. 

4. Performs police, and fire "first 

aid" duty until relieved by 
those divisions. 

5. Checks blackout when neces- 

sary. 

6. Allays fear and panic. Patrols 
to locate bombs. Keeps con- 
stantly in touch with all 
parts of his post. Warns of 
gas or unexploded bombs. 
(Note: Not warden’s func- 
ton). 

7. Keeps streets clear for rescue 
squud or any other divisions 
coming into section. 

8. Renders first aid to injured 
when there is nothing else 
to do.

30 Bullets Per Minute 
From Semi-Automatic 

A new semi-automatic rifle is a 
firearm intended for use by the in- 
fantry soldiers of any country and 
can likewise be used by the cavalry, 
marines, mechanized units, airmen 
and civilians. 

Semi-automatic means that it is 
not a full automatic as is the case 
with machine guns. The latter fire 
a continuous stream of bullets so 
long as the trigger is held back and 
cartridges are fed into the gun 
mechanism. Machine gun§ weigh 
from 18 to 40 pounds depending on 
the make and require from three 
to nine men to operate and handle 
ammunition, etc. 

The semi-automatic weighs the 
same as the ordinary army rifle, 
about nine pounds. One shot is fired 
with each pull of the trigger. The 
effective strength of any army in 
action is dependent largely on their 
fire power and it is therefore of 
prime importance that the -infan- 
try should be equipped with the most 
modern rifle available. 

The evolution of rifles during the 
last 100 years has been amazingly 
slow. The first was the muzzle load- 
ing gun. Then came the breech 
loading gun and about 30 to 40 years 
ago came the magazine rifle. 


Real Eyelashes on Bust 

The bust of Sam Diego de Alcala, 
on view at the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York, as part of the 
exhibition of Mexican art, has real 
eye lashes and real teeth. Creation 
of the bust evidently was not so 
much a work of art by the unknown 
sculptor, as it was an effort to make 
painted wood resemble flesh and 
blood ns closely as possible. 

The Mexican artist who created 
this bust was no pioneer in piecing 
out portrait busts with human hair 
and teeth, as the idea originated 
in Spain. It was customary for the 
sculptor to save his own or his 
friends’ eyelashes until he had a set 
which were the right size for the 
work on hand. Sometimes they 
were taken from a dead person, as 
eyelashes will stand the test of time 
without disintegrating. 

San Diego, who lived in the Fif- 
teenth century, performed heroic 
work for the sick during a time of 
pestilence in Rome. It was for this 
work that he was canonized in the 
year 1588 A. D., about a hundred 
years after his death. 


The collision of an automobile 
and a trolley car at Cleveland cir- 
cle on Tuesday resulted in in- 
juries to a Newton Centre man 
and ^he shaking up of 20 passen- 
gers aboard the Boston Elevated 
Street Railway car. The injured 
man, Dionysius E. Alexander. 50, 
of 684 Beacon st., Newton Centre, 
was taken to the Peter Bent Brig- 
ham Hospital where his injuries 
were described as internal but not 
ser ous. He also had cuts to his 
head and face. 

Police believe that Alexander 
mistook a level place in the El 
reservation for a crossing and 
drove his auto into the side of 
the trolley car. He was hurled 
from his car by the impact but 
the car itself was dragged near- 
ly a hundred feet and wedged be- 
tween the car and an iron pole. 
Traffic was jammed for three 
quarters of an hour before a 
wrecking crew could extricate the 
demolished auto from the out- 
bound rails.

In a message to the State Legis- 
lature yesterday Governor Salton- 
stall recommended the purchase 
of the Saco-Lowell Shops on 
Needham st., Newton Upper Falls, 
for use as a state garage at a 
cost of $150,000. The message, de- 
scribing congested conditions in 
the present state garage on D st.. 
South Boston, stated that it would 
be difficult to make an addition 
to the present quarters. The Saco- 
Lowell shops cost $1,500,000 to 
build and can be put into shape 
for use by the state at about 
$80,000. 

Some weeks ago the House 
Ways and Means Committee elim- 
inated a similar item from the 
general budget. 

The state garage would take ap- 
proximately one third of the land 
of the Saco-Lowell Shops and sev- 
eral of the buildings including the 
large Foundry building and two 
of the smaller structures. The 
entire Saco-Lowell property is as- 
sessed for approximately S540.000 
with that sought by the state es- 
timated at approximately $200.- 

000 assessed value. 

The Governor’s message reads 
as follows: 

"During the past two days I 
have had many conferences with 
the commissioner of public works 
concerning the garage facilities 
for the department. At the pres- 
ent moment the principal garage 
is the so-called D Street Garage, 
which has become greatly over- 
crowded and is totally inadequate 
for the department’s needs. 
Scarcely a week goes by. the 
commissioner informs me, with- 
out narrow escape from serious 
injury on account of this crowded 
condition. Recently a truck slid 
from its props and crashed into 
a bench and a man just escaped 
extremely serious injury. 

"In my opinion this condition 
must be improved in one way or 
another. To build an addition to 
the D st. garage will cost, I am 
informed. $150,000 and probably 
only meet the requirements for 
10 years or so as there will be no 
opportunity for further develop- 
ment in that locality. At the 
moment, regardless of money ap- 
propriated. it will be difficult to 
obtain materials with which to: 
make these additions. 

“Furthermore, much time and 
money and equipment is wasted 
because of the length of time it' 
takes to get to the garage 
through the most congested area 
in the Commonwealth. To relieve 
this congestion, this danger, this 
waste of efficiency, the depart- 
ment wishes to purchase a build- 
ing owned by the Saco-Lowell 
Shops located on Needham st. in 
Newton. This can be purchased, 

1 am informed, for a price not to; 
exceed $150,000. In my opinion. ; 
this is an extremely wise purchase, 
for the Commonwealth to make. 

"The building cost at least 
$1,500,000 to build and certainly in 
these times will not remain for 
an indefinite period at the price 
for which the Commonwealth can 
now buy it. This opportunity does 
not come often and I strongly rec- 
ommend that your honorable bod- 
ies authorize this purchase at the 
present time. The sale of the 
D street garage will somewhat off- 
set this cost. 

“I am informed that it will cost 
approximately $80,000 more to al- 
ter. equip and heat it. When this 
is accomplished the department 
will have sufficient space and 
equipment for its needs for as 
long a time as can be foreseen. 

"In addition, there may be 
space in which other cars belong- 
ing to the Commonwealth can 
tv placed. The Commonwealth 
owns over 2000 cars, not includ- 
ing trucks, and the garaging of 
them is one of the expensive prob- 
lems upon which Commissioner 
Monahan and I have been work- 
ing for the past two years. 

"I therefore recommend that a 
sum sufficiently large be appropri- 
ated from the funds of the Public

Preparatory to the drawing for 
the nat onal lottery of the draft 
act in Washingon today officials 
of the three Newton Selective 
Service Boards have allotted serial 
numbers to the 349 registrants 
whose names were added at the 
July first listing of youths who 
have become twenty-one since the 
original draft date last October. 
In the listing on July first there 
were 301 names added at city hall 
with the total figures being in- 
creased by another 48 names 
when names of persons register- 
ing in other towns were reported. 

Each of the three local boards 
subsequently met and by lottery 
selected serial numbers for the 
new registrants. Then each board, 
depending upon certain key num- 
bers determined where the new 
names would be placed into the 
original draft listings. For ex- 
ample Draft Board number 114, 
with 102 names in the new list- 
ing will insert a new name from 
the July first listing after every 
12th name in the or ginal draft 
order, after the order of serial 
numbers is determined in the 
master lottery in Washington to- 
day. 

The spacing is determined by 
subtracting a key number from 
the highest order number. The 
latter is 1.666. The key number 
is 447 for Board 114, that being 
the highest number reached in 
drafting from the orig nal lists. 
Dividing the balance by the num- 
ber of new registrants gives the 
extent of spacing. 

Similarly Board 113, with a key 
number of 340 and the highest 
order number of 1980 will accom- 
plish the insertion of its 96 new 
registrants by insert ng one name 
after every 17 on the original 
list. Board 112, with its highest 
order number being 3,018 and its 
key number 648 will space its 151 
new registrants on the basis of 
every 15 on the existing lists.

PEACE WITHOUT VIC TORY 

To the Editor: 

It seems to me that the letter 
by Mary Bacon Mason (Graphic, 
July 3) is alarmist to a quite un- 
warranted degree. I think Hitler 
is crazy but not so crazy as to 
bel'eve he can conquer the Uni- 
ted States. If. in Mein Kampf, he 
avowed the aim of world mastery, 
that may be dismissed as "cam- 
paign oratory” like Wendell Will- 
kie’s pre-election warnings against 
our participation in the European 
conflict. At any rate, the Ger- 
mans are men and not gods. We 
outnumber them almost two to 
one. Are we mice? 

In the first World War there 
was a similar frenzied appeal to 
fear. We were told that the Kai- 
ser was bent on world dominion, 
that if the Allies should be de- 
feated, our turn would come next 
and shortly we should all be 
speaking German! In fact there 
never was any danger of that 
dreadful fate. If we had been sen- 
sible enough to keep out of that 
first World War. probably it 
would have ended in the summer 
of 1917 in a peace without vic- 
tory, the only peace that is likely 
to be just and therefore stable. 

Such a termination of the pres- 
ent suicidal insanity in Europe is 
supremely desirable. Human life 
is the most precious thing in the 
world. Collective homicide — 
which is war — is the most disas- 
trous procedure conceivable. 
Nothing can be worse than war 
except bigger war or longer pro- 
longed war. 

A petit : on from the German- 
town (Pa.) Monthly Meeting of 
the Relig ous Society of Friends to 
the President and the members of 
Congress points out the humane 
and practical and wise course our 
country should take: 

"We believe that our country 
can make peace if it will reso- 
lutely set its face to the task and 
will make as great sacrifices for 
this purpose as it will make for 
war. We are confident that myri- 
ads of men and women in all lands 
long for peace based on justice 
and freedom, and fight on only be- 
cause they fear that if their coun- 
try is defeated an unjust and vin- 
dictive peace will be imposed on 
them. 

"Who knows what might re- 
sult if the United States were to 
announce that we stand at all 
times ready to mediate a peace 
based on justice and equality of 
opportunity for the peoples of all 
nations? We cannot do so if we 
become a belligerent. 

"We believe that the way out 
of the world’s present difficulties 
is by the fearless application of 
good will and by our willingness 
as a nation and as a people to sac- 
rifice our interests to the end that 
all people throughout the world 
may have a real opportunity to 
develop a free and abundant life. 

"As a first token of sincerity 
we urge that our country now of- 
fer to donate the huge surplus of 
foodstuffs which we possess to 
feed the starving peoples of the 
world without regard to race, 
class or creed."

Further postponement of even- 
tual settlement of the so-called 
"ice-house” problem near Crystal

Rep. Colby Said To Be 
Probable Appointee 

The appropriation by the Aider- 
men on Monday night of the sum 
of $948.04 for additional clerical 
assistance in the Treasury De- 
partment has given credence to 
many current rumors that changes 
in the administration of that de- 
partment are contemplated. The 
reports mention the name of Rep. 
Clarence C. Colby as being the 
probable assistant to be designated 
for the possible grooming of 
successor to the veteran City 
Treasurer and Collector Francis 
W. Newhall. No official confirma- 
tion or denial of the reports has 
been offered by or obtained from 
City Treasurer Newhall, Mr. Colby 
or other officials who are close, 
to the situation. 

Mr. Newhall has been elected 
annually as City Treasurer and 
Collector for nearly two score 
years, having first entered the em- 
ploy of the department in 1899 
and serving for about five years 
before becoming its head. Last 
winter a period of ill health pre- 
vented Mr. Newhall from attend- 
ing to his duties for some weeks 
and focused attention on the de- 
sirability of making preparations 
for his possible retirement. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Newhall returned to 
work and has been in daily at- 
tendance at city hall. Both Mr. 
Newhall and Miss Laura Ellice, 
assistant deputy collector, are re- 
garded as most unusually consci- 
entious and diligent in their ef- 
forts and their industry has im- 
parted itself to other employees 
of the department. 

The office of the City Treasurer 
and Collector is not one that is 
subject to mayoralty appointment. 
It is filled by election by the 
Board of Aldermen for a term 
of one year. Thus it becomes ap- 
parent that the re-election of Mr. 
Newhall in 1942 or the election 
of a successor should Mr. New- 
hall decide to retire is a function 
of the 1942 Board of Aldermen. 

Employees of the Treasury De- 
partment are not under civil serv- 
ice although they enjoy all other 
rights and privileges of city em- 
ployees. Their employment or dis- 
charge is a matter entirely at the 
discretion of the head of the de- 
partment, subject only to the su- 
pervision by the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen by the amount appro- 
priated in the annual city budget 
for salaries of such employees. It 
thus becomes apparent that the 
appropriation for additional cleri- 
cal assistance is indicative of defi- 
nite steps to be taken in the near 
future in that department, since 
the appropriation is earmarked to 
begin with the week of August 
11th. 

As long ago as last March it 
was intimated that Mr. Newhall

Newton Placed 
In New District 
For Congress 


The congressional redistricting 
bill which is in the process of be- 
ing enacted by the State legisla- 
ture changes the former plan to 
place Newton into Congressman 
Richard Wigglesworth’s district. 
Under the terms of the bill as re- 
ported into the State Senate and 
which has been advanced by that 
body Newton becomes a part of 
the district now served by Con- 
gressman George Holden Tink- 
ham. The city is preserved as a 
unit and now divided as was at 
one time considered. Congressman 
Wigglesworth is given Ward 18 of 
Boston, the Hyde Park district, in 
exchange for Newton. Ward 18 
was formerly a part of Congress- 
man McCormack’s district. 

As under the provisions of the 
earlier plan Congressman Thomas 
Eliot, whose present district in- 
cludes Newton, is placed in the 
district served by Congressman 
Healey of Somerville. This latter 
district has been considerably al- 
tered, giving the Republican can- 
didate to be nominated a better 
than even chance of election. 

It is expected that in view of 
the preponderance of Republican 
strength in the State Legislature 
that the bill will be enacted de- 
spite efforts of Democratic lead- 
ers to alter the proposed districts 
on the claim of Republican gerry- 
mandering.

Mayor’s Appointments 
To Appeal Board Are 
Also Approved 


Without debate the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night con- 
firmed the appointment of the new 
five-man welfare board which 
places the Newton Welfare De- 
partment under an administra- 
tion recognized by the state and 
federal governments. The Board 
also approved the appointments o 
the three associate members of the 
Newton Appeal Board which May- 
or Goddard had recommended. 
The welfare board appointments 
had laid over from the previous 
meeting while the action on the 
members of the Appeal Board was 
made under suspension of the 
rules in order that it would not be 
necessary to hold confirmation 
over until the August 18th meet- 
ing. Confirmation was unanimous 
in both instances. 

Four of the members of the 
Welfare Board are unpaid. They 
are Benjamin J. Bowen, Charles 
C. Dasey, Robert E. Dickerman 
and William R. Mattson. James 
P. Reynolds, present director of 
welfare, is the fifth member and 
has been designated as agent of 
the board, and will receive the 
same salary of $3,750, as prior to 
the reorganization of the depart- 
ment. 

Creation of the new welfare 
board was sought by the Newton 
Community Council after a study 
of the local situation by a com- 
mittee of that organization which 
revealed the fact that the situa 
tion needed to be remedied in or- 
der that Federal co-operation 
could be continued. The Board 
will act to co-ordinate the admin- 
istration of public and private re- 
lief. 

It is anticipated that the board 
will hold a preliminary meeting 
shortly although a number of the 
members are out of town on vaca- 
tion. At the meeting the board 
will organize with a chairman. Di- 
rector Reynolds states that the 
creation of the new board will be 
of “great assistance” in the great- 
er operating efficiency of the de- 
partment as a "policy making" 
body. 

A continued reduction in wel- 
fare demands is being experienced 
in the department although the 
recent WPA layoff has resulted in 
a slight increase in general needs. 
The figures for July, however, are 
expected to be ten per cent or 
more under the $21,800 expended 
in July of 1940. 

Appeal Board Members 

The appointments of the three 
associate members of the Board 
of Appeal, Building Laws, were 
also confirmed without debate, 
when the matter was reached on 
the docket. On motion of Aider- 
man George Rawson the rules 
were suspended so that confirma- 
tion could be made before an- 
other meeting. 

Lucius W. Thayer of West New- 
ton, W. Cornell Appleton of New- 
ton Centre and Frederick A. Haw- 
kins of Newton, are the three 
new appointees. The Board of 
Appeals is a board of three mem- 
bers appointed for three years, 
and made up of a master builder, 
an architect and a third mem- 
ber who is usually a lawyer. The 
new appointees, named as asso- 
ciate members, follow a like pat- 
tern, to serve as alternates when 
the regular appointee is absent. 
The new appointments, which are

Find Death Resulted 
From Injuries At Fire

Accepting testimony that injur- 
ies received by William P. Foley, 
a member of the Newton fire de- 
partment, were the ‘ natural and 
proximate causes” of his death 
last December, the Aldermen on 
Monday night voted to grant an 
annuity of $1000 to his widow 
and $200 to each of his three chil- 
dren. Favorable action upon the 
annuity was urged by Chairman 
George E. Rawson of the Claims 
and Rules committee in present- 
ing the favorable report of that 
committee. 

Alderman Rawson explained 
that Fireman Foley was handling 
a stream of water at a fire on 
Sept. 27, 1935, when the water 
hit a can of burning paint, caus- 
ing it to explode, spraying him 
with the burning liquid and caus- 
ing him to inhale its fumes. He 
was on sick leave for some time 
and later was on and off duty on 
account of his health. In 1939 he 
was examined by two physicians 
and at the Veterans’ Hospital at 
Newington. Conn., with the result- 
ing opinion that he was disabled 
as the result of the incident. He 
was retired on a pension in that 
year. A continuous sequence re- 
sulted in his death on Dec. 7th, 
1940. 

The general law, Alderman 
Rawson explained, permits the 
granting of a yearly annuity of 
$1000 to a widow and $200 to each 
child until he reaches the age 
of 18. He further explained that 
before the City Treasurer may 
pay such an annuity, a board of 
three physicians must certify that 
death resulted from injuries in the 
line of duty. A part of the order 
for the annuity provided for the 
naming of this board to be com- 
prised of Dr. Edward J. Sawyer, 
Dr. Sydney I. DeRow and a third 
to be appointed by the State Com- 
missioner of Public Health. 

The Board appropriated the 
sum of $806.49 to enable payments 
of the annuities to the Foley fam- 
ily for the balance of the year.

Bond Issue of $50,000 
For Resurfacing 

A start on the restoration and 
preservation of some of Newton’s 
more important streets was au- 
thorized at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night with the appropriation of 
$50,000 for the resurfacing of four 
streets named in the report of 
Street Commissioner John D. 
Haughey a month ago. At the 
June meeting of the Aldermen the 
bond issue was authorized and 
this week appropriations were 
made therefrom for work on 
Highland ave., Newtonville. be- 
tween Walnut st. and Lowell ave. 
Faxon st., Nonanum from Cali- 
fornia to Watertown st.; Chest- 
nut st.. West Newton from High- 
land st. to Commonwealth ave.; 
and Lake ave. from Beacon st. to 
Walnut st. 

Commissioner Haughey’s report 
warned of the prompt attention to 
Newton streets necessary to pre- 
vent complete disintegration of 
numerous through streets, con 
necting streets, and “residential” 
streets. The report advocated a 
three-year program at a cost of 
over $800,000 to be financed in 
part at least by a bond issue of at 
least $500,000. 

Under the partial program al- 
ready started $7000 will be ex- 
pended on the work on Highland 
ave.. $7000 on Faxon st., and $18,- 

000 each on Chestnut st. and Lake 
ave. The work on these streets 
was recommended to the Public 
Works committee by Street Com- 
missioner Haughey and City En- 
gineer Ernest Harvey. 

Other street work is being done 
under the betterment laws with 
the passage of orders by the Al- 
dermen on Monday night for the 
laying out, grading, and accept- 
ance of several other streets. The 
Public Works Committee recom- 
mended and the Board allotted 
$3000 for Jane rd.. $2800 for Whit- 
tlesey rd., $2400 for Albion st., 
$5.44 for settlement of land dam- 
ages in connection with a widen- 
ing on a corner on Albion st., and 
$2200 for a drain outlet through 
portions of Albion place, New- 
bury st., and Crystal st.. in con- 
nection with the construction of 
Albion st. The proposed construc- 
ion of Howe rd. was given leave 
to withdraw. 

Alderman Jamieson, chairman 
of the Public Works Committee, 
in explaining the committee re- 
port on these streets, stated that 
90 per cent of the property own- 
ers on Jane rd. favored the work, 
100 per cent of the owners on 
Whittlesey rd., and 93 per cent 
of the owners on Albion st. Only 
39 per cent of the owners on Howe 
rd. favored the acceptance of that 
street and since one owner asked 
to have his name withdrawn, 
bringing the percentage of abut- 
lors far below that usually consid- 
ered by the committee as an 
equitable proportion, it was de- 
cided to forego work on that 
street. 

The Board held public hearings 
on the question of laying out and 
accepting as well as taking land 
for construction of drains and 
sewers on several other streets 
hut took no action at the present, 
Henry Brant of 40 Avondale rd.. 
Newton Centre, spoke in favor of 
the acceptance of that street and 
on the petition for taking land for 
drains and sewers, stating that 
the street was "nearly impass- 
able" in winter.

Approved By State 
For Five Signs 

A possible renewal of the feud 
between the Board of Aldermen 
and the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works is foreseen as the re- 
sult of the denial by the local offi- 
cials of the renewal of billboard 
permits approved by the state. 
Some time ago the Board rejected 
five applications for billboard re- 
newals and subsequently the State 
department approved them. At 
the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night the applications 
were again rejected. The signs are 
maintained by the John Donnelly 
and Sons Co. 

Chairman Edward Fahey of the 
Franchises and Licenses commit- 
tee in asking for the adoption of 
the committee’s report on the ! 
matter, explained that all the i 
applications were in places where 
the committee regarded them as 
hazardous to traffic. 

Alderman Fahey pointed out 
that the location of a billboard 
on the roof of the building at the 
corner of Watertown and Chapel 
st., Nonantum, was at an inter- 
section where a traffic light ex- 
isted and that an apartment house 
was located across the street. He 
stated that a sign at that location 
would tend to divert the motor- 
ists’ attention. 

A sign on a wall at SS0 Walnut 
st.. near the intersection of Bea- 
con st., was also approaching a lo-

To Be Completed 
Bv Mid-September 


Commissioner John D. Haughey 
of the Newton Street department 
announced yesterday that work on 
the resurfacing of Commonwealth 
ave. from Chestnut st.. West New- 
ton to Lexington st., Auburndale, 
would be started next Monday. 
Completion of the resurfacing of 
the southerly side of the avenue 
which started at Lake st. several 
years ago from one side of the 
city to the other is entailed in the 
new project. The work to be done 
will be under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws 
with the state, county and city 
sharing in the total cost. 

The resurfacing will entail an 
expenditure of $50,000 of which 
the State Public Works Commis- 
sion has authorized a half from 
the Chapter 90 state funds. The 
county has allotted $8,500 as its 
share of the work and the bal- 
ance, or $16,500 will be paid by 
the city. Several weeks ago the 
Aldermen made an appropriation 
of $25,000 in order that the city 
might begin the work and act as 
the contractor. The city will be 
reimbursed for all expenditures 
above the $16,500. The state de- 
partment will provide inspectors 
for the work. 

A force of twenty-five city la- 
borers will be employed upon the 
Commonwealth avenue work 
which will probably not be com- 
pleted until the middle of Septem- 
ber. The distance is approximate- 
ly two miles. 

For the purposes of street con- 
struction work the department 
has augmented its regular fore*" 
by the employment of approxi- 
mately twenty-five temporary 
workers. Numerous streets are 
being built under the betterment 
act for the acceptance of new 
streets and, as related in another 
column, a start has been made 
this week towards a program of 
rehabilitation of Newton streets.

You know how you find a leak 
in an inner tube . . . filling it with 
air and holding it under water 
until the air bubbling up shows 
you where the leak is. Well, 
something of the same principle 
is used in locating a small break 
in telephone cables. 

The more important toll cables 
that carry long distance tele- 
phone wires are filled with ni- 
trogen gas under pressure. Sig- 
naling devices are installed in 
the cable every so many miles 
and these devices are electri- 
cally connected with a termi- 
nating office that watches over 
long distance lines. If there is 
even the tiniest pinhole made 
anywhere in the cable, the es- 
caping gas lowers the internal 
pressure and actuates the sig- 
naling device which registers 
immediately in the terminating 
office. This signal shows the ap- 
proximate location of the leak. 
Before the damage can serious- 
ly interrupt telephone service, 
the cable is repaired.

It is believed that with the 
prorogation of the legislature Rep.

Refuse To 
Extend Business 
On Conim’ltli Ave 


The renewed attempt to extend 
business on Commonwealth ave., 
was halted on Monday night with 
nldermnnic refusal to grant the 
petition for a change of zone of 
property now in the private resi- 
dence zone to that of business sta- 
tus. Action was on the unfavor- 
able report of the Committee on 
Claims and Rules on the petition 
of Christian Reidi seeking to have 
property between Nos. 535 and 543 
Commonwealth ave. made usable 
for business purpose's. 

The owner was represented at 
the public hearing before the com- 
mittee and the Planning Board by 
Robert Burns, Newton realtor. 

Mr. Burns informed the commit- 
tee that the lot of land adjoined 
stores on one s'de. that it was a 
small lot, restricted by setbacks, 
and could not be used for resi- 
dence purposes as it was not large 
enough for anything but a store. 
He stated that a residence if built 
there would practically be ad- 
jacent to the business building be- 
side it. He added that although 
there were vacant stores in the 
vicinity it did not mean there 
were enough facilities there 
as he believed too high rent, 
was being sought. The peti- 
tioner, he added, has owned the 
property for 15 years and that at 
one time he owned land in Au- 
burndale and in West Newton on 
the avenue but had sold these 
parcels. 

Abuttors and owners of the 
property nearby registered their 
opposition. George Masganas, son 
of Mary D. Masganas, owner of 
property adjoining stated that 
should a store be built upon the 
lot then their home would be ad- 
jacent to the building. His mother 
purchased the property 17 years 
ago, he stated, and was assured 
that the private residence zone 
there would be protection from 
business encroachment. He point- 
ed out that increasing traffic con- 
gestion would also add to the det- 
rimental effect of zoning the land 
for business. John E. Crowley, 
owner of property on the opposite 
site of Commonwealth ave. stated 
that the granting of the petition 
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would tend to depreciate property 
in the vicinity. Wilma D. Karis, 
part owner of the adjacent prop- 
erty, stated that several years ago 
her child was injured by an auto- 
mobile and that this year a dog 
was killed in front of the property 
there. City Clerk Grant also read 
letters of protest from abutting 
property owners, Reuben Kaplan 
of Brookline, Celia Gorin of Irv- 
ing st., and seven other neighbors. 

Subsequent to the hearing the 
committee presented an unfavora- 
ble report to the full Board which 
the latter accepted, rejecting the 
petition. Alderman Rawson sta- 
ted that to grant the petition 
would be “spot” zoning. He pref- 
aced his remarks by stating that 
the petition was a “hardy peren- 
nial" which had been before the 
Board on several occasions in the 
past. He concluded that it was 
not in the “public interest” to ex- 
tend business on Commonwealth 
ave. and that existing business in 
the neighborhood was conducted 
under "non-conforming’’ privi- 
leges. 


New Church At 
Boston College 

Plans for the erection of a new 
church at Boston College have 
been progressing.

On August 18th at the next 
meeting of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen a public hearing will 
be held on the matter of widen- 
ing Charlesbank rd. in the New- 
ton Corner section of Newton, 
long used as a connecting artery 
to the river bank road. The hear- 
ing will be held on a recommenda- 
tion of City Engineer Ernest H. 
Harvey that the street be widened 
ten feet on the north side for a 
distance of about 1110 feet from 
St. James st. to the Metropolitan 
District line. The widening will 
make the street a 40 foot road- 
way. 

Two petitions for relief of traf- 
fic conditions in the vicinity are 
before the Aldermen signed by 88 
residents of the vicinity. Another 
petition was rejected a few weeks 
ago by the Board which sought 
to prepare Russell rd. as a con- 
necting link between Charlesbank 
rd. and the riverway. The Met- 
ropolitan District Commission dis- 
approved this project because of 
the presence of a large water main 
but a foot below the surface of 
the street which would be sub- 
ject to damage. Residents of the 
section also opposed that proposal 
as tending to bring greater volume 
of traffic at a location which would 
be inadequate to handle it. 

The proposed widening will en- 
tail a considerable expenditure as 
the city will find it necessary to 
take ten feet of land from the 
property owners of the north side 
(Continued on page 6)

Council Rejects 
Appointment of 
Newton Man 


In a straight party vote on Wed- 
nesday the Executive Council re- 
fused the confirmation of four of 
Governor Leverett Saltonstall’s 
appointments of a week ago. 
Among those rejected was the ap- 
pointment of John V. Spaulding of 
Newton Centre as a member of 
the Judicial Council. Governor 
Saltonstall immediately resub- 
mitted the appointment.

The 
latter has also threatened, it is 
understood, to withdraw several 
pending nominations of Democrats 
to positions in the state service 
unless the council members of 
that party relent.

Leon B. Rogers, a 
member of Board 112, came to 
police headquarters and put the 
youth, Roy Houston, 21, colored, 
of 33 Douglas st., West Newton, 
through the necessary formalities. 

Federal officials had been noti- 
fied of the case but failed to take 
action against the youth when 
learning he was willing to regis- 
ter. The charge of drunkenness 
was filed.

.Start Work On 
Ave. Resurfacing 

j The north roadway of Com- 
monwealth ave. between Chestnut 
! st.. West Newton, and Lexington 
j st., Auburndale, a distance of ap- 
proximately two miles, was closed 
to traffic this week. The street de- 
partment began the work of pre- 
paring the roadway for use as a 
detour while the main roadway 
on the south side of the avenue is 
being resurfaced. The north road- 
way will be improved by the proc 
ess known as “honing.” Street 
Commissioner John D. Haughey 
stated that asphalt would be 
poured over the roadway, sand 
spread over it, and a steamroller 
complete the work of levelling 
the street. Ten men were as- 
signed to the work. 

The work of rebuilding drains 
for the new road on the south side 
of the avenue was started on Tues- 
day. Other work started is the 
resurfacing of Highland ave. from 
Walnut st. to Lowell ave., and the 
construction of Barnes rd. and 
Oakleigh rd.. Newton. 

The Commonwealth ave. proj- 
ect is being done under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 90 of the Gen- 
eral Laws providing for the shar- 
ing of the cost, estimated at $50,- 
000, by the state, county and city. 
The Highland a\*. project is the 
first under a program of rebuild- 
ing of Newton streets to be fi- 
nanced from the bonded account 
from which the Aldermen appro- 
priated $50,000 at the last meet- 
ing for four streets and the 
Barnes rd. work is being done un- 
der the betterment act. 


Per Capita Debt Of Newton 
Residents $11.57 Lower Due, 
To Half Million Reduction 


Annual Report of 
Comptroller White 
Reveals Figures 


A reduction in the net debt per 
capita in Newton from $94.44 to 
$82.87 within the past year was 
revealed this week in the annual 
report of Comptroller of Accounts 
Daniel A. White. The total net 
debt of the city in 1939 was $6,- 
328,000 with an estimated popula- 
tion of 67.000 making the per

capita figure. $94.44. In 1940 the 
total city debt had been reduced 
to $5,791,000. The census showed 
a population of 69,873, making the 
per capita figure, $82.87. * 

Administration practices of re- 
fraining from undertaking large 
projects entailing large bond is- 
sues, while continuing the policy 
of retiring bonds which matured, 
brought about the reduction in the 
city’s total indebtedness.

Bridegroom 
Flyer Killed 
In Plane Crash 

Donald Fyfe Was Flying 
Instructor In Florida 


Donald B. Fyfe, 23. of 8 White 
Oak rd., Waban, a bridegroom of 
ten days, was killed on Tuesday in 
an airplane crash at Tampa, Flor- 
ida. He was employed as an aero- 
nautic instructor by a commercial 
aviation school and was soon to 
have entered the U. S. Army Fly- 
ing Corps as an instructor. Ac- 
companied by a passenger. Ernest 
Schroder, 25, the two men were 
searching for a lost parachute 
about 75 yards offshore east of 
the Tampa airport when the plane 
went into a spin at a low altitude 
and plunged into four feet of wa- 
ter. Schroder was seriously in- 
jured. receiving a brain concus- 
sion, fracture of the leg and a 
deep head cut. It is believed that 
the Waban youth was killed by 
the jolt when the plane struck. 

Young Fyfe was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert J. M. Fyfe, res- 
idents of Waban for many years 
where Mr. Fyfe is engaged in the 
real estate and market business. 
On July 19th he was married to 
Miss Jean Klinck of Pittsburgh in 
Tampa where he had gone last 
October to accept the instructor’s 
position. 

He was graduated from Hunt- 
ington School and Norwich Uni- 
versity and held a lieutenant’s 
commission in the Army Reserve. 
His brother Lieut. Robert M. Fyfe. 
Jr., is an instructor in military 
science and aeronautics at Nor- 
w ch University. 

Word of the fatal crash was 
sent to Waban and the senior 
Fyfe left immediately by plane for 
Florida. 

Funeral services will be held 
from the home of his parents on 
Friday afternoon at three o’clock. 
Dr. Joseph C. MacDonald of the 
Lnion Church will officiate. 


Urges Bell To 
Aid Pedestrians 
At West Newton 


Police Chief Makes Other 
Traffic Recommendations 


Continued congestion and con- 
fusion at the traffic lights in 
West Newton sq. have prompted 
Chief Michael T. Hughes of the 
Newton police department to seek 
the installation of a bell to pro- 
vide warning to motorists of pe- 
destrian crossings. Since the in- 
stallation of the traffic signals in 
West Newton sq. some years ago 
various methods have been tried 
to determine adequate and safe 
control of the traffic problem 
there. At one time the lights were 
discontinued for a period of sev- 
eral weeks. 

Chief Hughes makes the rec- 
ommendation for the warning 
bell, to accompany the red and 
amber lights, in a communication 
to the Board of Aldermen. The 
pedestrian lights are controlled 
by a push-button control on the 
sidewalk posts. Chief Hughes 
stated that the bell is necessary 
because a large proportion of mo- 
torists endeavor to ’’beat the 
light” and continue on their way 
only to find that the second set of 
lights faces them. At West New- 
ton sq. one set of lights is at the 
junction of Chestnut and Wash- 
ington sts. while a second set is 
located a short distance away at 
Waltham, Watertown and Wash- 
ington sts. Many motorists find

Cardinal 
Makes Two 
Gifts of Land 

Country Day School 
And Liggett Estate 
To Be Remodelled 

The purchase and gift of two 
large Newton tracts of land and 
property this week were an- 
nounced late last week by Cardi- 
nal William O’Connell. On Friday 
it was revealed that Cardinal 
O’Connell had presented to the 
Boston diocese the former Coun- 
try Day School property in the 
Farlow Hill section of Newton to 
be used as a Catholic institution 
for the education of boys. A day 
later announcement was made of 
the gift to Boston College by the 
Cardinal of the Louis K. Liggett 
property to be used in an ex- 
pansion of the college campus. 

The Country Day school prop- 
erty, the first established such 
school in America in 1908. was 
combined with the Rivers School 
of Brookline about a year ago. It 
has since remained unoccupi?d. it 
will be reopened in September and 
will be known as St. Sebastian s 
Country Day School, with Rev. 
Charles D. Mclnnis of the facul- 
ty of St. John’s Seminary in 
Brighton, as headmaster. He has 
been appointed to that office by 
Cardinal O’Connell. The general 
educational policies of the school 
will be continued although the 
property will undergo numerous 
changes. The 10-acre grounds in- 
clude three large school buildings 
housing class rooms, a modem 
gymnasium, dining hall and audi- 
torium. The course of study will 
cover a four-year period and will 
prepare boys for college. Special- 
ly selected priests will instruct 
the pupils. 

The Country Day School was 
founded by Shirley Kendrick 
Kerns, Harvard, 1898, and is 
known the world over for its pio- 
neer work in the field of educa- 
tion. 

The gift of the property to the 
Boston diocese is the personal 
contribution of Cardinal O’Con-

June Aid Shows 
Similar Trend 


A continuation of the reduc- 
tion of welfare costs in the city of 
Newton is noted by Director 
James P. Reynolds of the local 
welfare department. The reduc- 
tion for the first six months of the 
year is approximately 40 per cent 
of the amount expended for the 
same period a year ago. The 
monthly expenditure for June is 
similarly in proportion. 

Director Reynolds states that 
for the period of January to June 
1940 that an expenditure of $150,- 
000 was made for general aid, ex- 
clusive of old age assistance and 
aid to dependent children pay- 
ments. For the current year the 
figure is approximately $83,700. 

During June 1940 the sum of 
$19,000 was expended as against 
$8,000 for the month of June 1941. 
A corresponding drop has been 
experienced in the case load. The 
June case load for 1940 was 536 
against a figure of 279 for the 
same month this year. 

The June figures are the lowest 
experienced in any year since the 
beginning of the depression al- 
though still several times the pre- 
depression expenditures for simi- 
lar purposes. Although an increase 
is expected in the July expendi- 
tures due to the drastic reduc- 
tions in WPA projects and the 
drought which has kept gardening 
work at a minimum the resulting 
increase is expected to be far be- 
low the expenditures of a year 
ago. 

Director Reynolds states that 
practically every ^’employable” in 
the city of Newton is no longer 
on the welfare roles and that the 
current load is about the mini- 
mum which can be anticipated. 


Seek Slower 
Trollev Cars 


Complaints by residents and 
passengers of the high speed of 
trolley cars on Tremont st., New- 
ton. have resulted in official atten- 
tion to the situation by the New- 
ton police department traffic bu- 
reau. Boston Elevated officials 
have been requested to notify op- 
erators of the cars that the "30- 
mile-an-hour” speed limit in force 
in Newton applies *to the trolley 
cars as well as motorists. The 
complaints of the high speed of 
the cars have arisen since the in- 
stallation of the new streamlined 
trolleys on the Brighton-Newton- 
Watertown line. 

Inspector William H. Dowling 
was assigned to observe condi- 
tions before taking action. The 
Newton officer warned several 
motormen to reduce the speed of 
their trolleys along the Tremont 
st. tracks. Fearing that acci- 
dents might result unless steps 
were taken. Captain Nicholas 
Veduccio communicated with Ele- 
vated officials. 

One resident who noticed the 
high speed of the car on which he 
was a passenger engaged the op- 
erator in conversation. The pas- 
senger reported to the police that 
the operator admitted having 
been accused by a ..policeman of 
having driven the car at a rate 
of more than 50 miles an hour. 

Capture Mt. Ida 
Night Prowler 


Joseph B. O’Brien. 21, married 
and the father of one child, re- 
siding in Brighton was arrested 
on Wednesday morning at his 
place of employment by Newton 
police on charges of “eavesdrop- 
ping.”

Rotary Club 


Dr. Freder'ck V. Martin, Direc- 
tor of Speech Clinics for the 
Rhode Island College of Educa- 
tion, was the speaker at the week- 
ly meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club held Monday at the Brae 
Burn Country Club. His subject 
was "The Prevention and Correc- 
tion of Speech Defects.” 

Dr. Martin said the most neces- 
sary factor in speech correction is 
a knowledge, through education, 
of what to do to correct the de- 
fects. In Rhode Island, through 
the educational plan of the College 
of Education, every city and town 
has at least one teacher who has 
been trained not only in the prin- 
ciples of speech correction, but 
also by weekly experience in a 
speech clinic. Education on these 
lines is necessary to physicians, 
teachers and parents alike. 

Dr. Martin described the me- 
chanics of speech briefly as first, a 
vsualization of the word to be 
uttered; and then the transmis- 
sion of impulses from the speech 
control center in the brain 
through nerve channels to the va- 
rious muscles in the tongue, jaw 
and throat used in speaking. 
Speech defects are caused by dam- 
age or malformation of any of 
these parts. In normal children 
speech defects are not inherited 
although a neurotic disposition 
may be inherited. Stammering, a 
common form of speech defect, is 
caused by a stoppage of the im- 
pulses from the speech control 
center. There are many reasons 
for this, among them early child- 
hood illnesses, and the elimination 
of only one cause will not usually 
effect a cure. Many children de- 
velop a lisp during the period in 
which their permanent teeth are 
coming through and if not correct- 
ed at the time a permanent lisp 
may develop which is much hard- 
er to correct in later life. En- 
larged tonsils are another cause 
of this defect. 

Dr. Martin cited several actual 
cases of speech correction to show 
that patience and persistence will 
overcome defects in any normal 
individual. He mentioned the case 
of a soldier who had half of his 
jaw and the front third of his 
tongue shot away in the first 
world war. Plastic surgery re- 
stored the jaw and the speech 
clinic spent a whole year re-edu- 
cating the muscles of the tongue 
to articulate words. Today he 
speaks normally and better than 
the average person. 

In conclusion Dr. Martin stated 
that with proper medical care and 
correct education in development 
of the child’s speech, few cases of 
speech defects should ever become 
chronic. Correction should be 
made early, intelligently, patient- 
ly and persistently, thus avoiding 
social and economic handicaps la- 
ter on in life. 

Dr. Martin, who is the founder 
and head of the Martin Hall 
Speech Clinic, is a member of the 
Bristol, R. I., Rotary Club. He 
was introduced by President 
Charles H. Meeker. During the 
meeting President Meeker pre- 
sented a Past-President’s badge 
to John J. Cahill, whom he suc- 
ceeded in office. 

An interesting letter from the 
Rotary Club of London, England, 
was read at the meeting. Some 
time ago the Newton Club was 
addressed by Basil Matthews of 
the London club who is now in 
this country. The Newton secre- 
tary wrote tto England to inform 
them that all had enjoyed Mr. 
Matthews’ remarks. They thanked 
Newton for the letter and said that 
at that particular meeting of the 
London club the closing toast was 
in honor of the Newton Club.

Build Aluminum 
Plant On Newton- 
Waltham Line 

Building permits have been is- 
sued by the Newton and Waltham 
building departments for the con- 
struction of a plant at 88 Rum- 
ford ave., West Newton, which 
will be used as an aluminum foun- 
dry. The Newton-Waltham line 
will pass through the building. 
The permit has been issued to 
Hoaglund Brothers, sons of the 
late Rev. D. D. Hoagland of Wal- 
tham, who now conduct a factory 
at 70 Rumford ave.

Briton Speaks 
At ARP School 


Howard Johnson, former aux- 
iliary fire control officer of the 
Sunderland Dock Yards at Sun- 
derland, England, was the speaker 
at the Monday night meeting of 
the Newton Air Raid Warden 
School. The Briton, now of To- 
ronto, Canada, lectured on "Du- 
ties of an A. R. P. Warden.” The 
meeting was attended by more 
than a thousand Newton residents 
who are being trained to serve as 
air wardens. 

Mr. Johnson’s lecture followed 
an outline of five basic remarks. 
(1) You are that warden; (2) 
The siren sounds; (3) After the 
“all clear”; (4) Equipment; (5) 
Summary. 

“You are the link between your 
area and the report center which 
must be informed of the fall of 
bombs and the amount and type 
of damage,” he said, "You should 
assist in guiding members in the 
area to shelter when needed. You 
should remain calm, for your stea- 
diness will set an example which 
will help to avoid panic, hysteria 
and loss of morale. 

"You locate and indicate in 
some way the presence of incen- 
diary bombs, unexploded shells, 
bombs, fallen aircraft, anti-air 
craft shells or any materials. 
wh : ch may be a danger to persons 
or property. 

"You must know your locality 
so well that you can find every 
tree, post or house in the dark. 

"You must take reasonable pre- 
cautions for your own safety. ‘A 
dead warden is a waste of train- 
ing.’ 

“When a bomb drops, locate it 
note the type, check the approxi- 
mate number of casualties. Are 
persons trapped? Has fire start- 
ed? Notice if water, gas, electric 
or sewage systems are damaged. 
See if there are unexploded 
bombs. Note streets which are 
blocked.” 

William V. M. Fawcett, chief 
air warden of Newton, presided. 
He was assisted by John M. Bier- 
cr, chairman of the Newton Com- 
mittee on Public Safety.

i Seek To Zone 
Parking Area 


A new petition seeking the es- 
tablishment of a parking area on 
Court st. in the rear of the New- 
ton Motor Sales Company has 
been filed before the Board of 
Aldermen by officials of that 
company. Recently the Aldermen 
rejected a petition for the change 
of zone in that area from private 
! residence to business district fol- 
lowing a hearing at which prop- 
erty owners of the vicinity ob- 
jected. The new petition is less 
broad than the original plea, ask- 
ing only that a portion of the lot 
be zoned to permit parking. The 
new petition would leave a strip 
of land 45 feet in width on Court 
st. in the private residence zone. 
The lot is 21,816 square feet in 
area with the area to be rezoned 
described as containing 14,816 
square feet at the rear of the 
lot. A hearing on the petition 
will be held by the Claims and 
Rules committee of the Board in 
September. 


Camp F. A. Day 

Since the beginning of the 
camp season the Waterfront Com- 
mittee has been organizing its 
program with a view towards 
uniting the National Y. M. C. A. 
Aquatic System, the American 
Red Cross program and the regu- 
lar Camp Day system of the past 
so that the boys of the camp will 
gain the best from all three sys- 
tems. The Y. M. C. A. program 
has never been used before at 
camp, but the other methods for 
determining a swimmer’s ability 
have long been used. 

Classification under the Camp 
Day system is based on swimming 
distances which give to each boy 
the right to use equipment of the 
Waterfront. The Red Cross sys- 
tem was used for teaching begin- 
ners and also for gaining the cov- 
eted Life-Saving awards. The Y, 
M. C. A. program classifies swim- 
mers into six classes familiarly 
known as Beginners, Minnow 
Club, Fish Club, Flying Fish Club, 
Shark Club and Life-Saving Club. 
The Camp Day Committee has 
preserved all the elements of its 
own program, and the Red Cross 
Life-Saving organization, but has 
added the Y. M. C. A. aquatic pro- 
gram with the exception of the 
Life-Saving Club. 

At the close of the first three 
weeks all of the 157 boys except 
20 boys had successfully passed 
the Camp Day rowboat, cunoe or 
beginner’s tests. Twelve boys had 
successfully completed their Red 
Cross Life-Saving tests which 
makes u total of twenty-six in 
camp, but there are twenty-five 
entered in the cluss which begun 
on Monday of the current week. 

Under the Y. M. C. A. program, 
which aims to classify all boys, 15 
boys huve passed the requirements 
of the Minnow Club, 12 ure now 
members of the Fish Club und 6 
have completed the Shurk Club 
tests. The new Clusses for these 
clubs which are entirely voluntary 


at present compose 12 for the 
Minnow, 10 for the Fish Club, 10 
for the Flying Fish Club and 3 
for the Shark Club. The require- 
ments become steadily difficult in 
advancing from the Minnow to the 
topmost Shark Club.
